In the fields surrounding Tor-
rance, truck farms and nurseries
specializing in everything from
the aristocratic orchid to the
ubiquitous geranium flourish and
sénd their earthly products to
the far places of the world.

Long known for its vegetable
production, the Torrance area
has lately come into prominence
for the rare blossoms and plants
cultivated in greenhouses
equipped with every device for
propagation of green stuff.

Principal garden crops are
celery, tomatoes, beans and cau-
liflower while the nurseries de-
velop landscaping and cut flow-
ers which have won the respect
of all Southland gardeners and
U. S. dealers in exotic blooms.

Most of the*nation’s supply of
gardenias come from the Tor-
rance area, according to recent
national florist surveys while the
Torrance-grown orchids are
shipped by plane to every part
of the country.
